1  thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  examine  the  very  complete 
notes  on  the  Bushnell  family,  which  r^piv  to  the  queries  sutnui ttel 
by  me  in  the  October  (1896,  o2/44f>-448)  Register.  They  are  much 
more  full  than  anything  hitherto  printel,  nut  1  regret  that  the 
authority  for  the  statements  ma  ie  is  not  cite  l,  since  they  liffe** 
so  wi  lely  from  the  lata  given  by  Savage,  Hinman,  Miss  Caulk ins  an  1 
others,  that  it  woul  l  be  more  sa  ti  s  fac  to  ry  to  know  their  founiation 
especially  as  they  probably  contain  the  nature l  opinions  of  the 
author--his  latest  conclusions. 

It  is  alnittel  by  most,  1  think,  that  Deacon  Francis  Bushnell 
was  the  son  of  the  first  Francis  oi'  Ouilfov,l;  but  in  the  following 
the  statements  as  to  his  age  at  loath  (iec.  4,  1681),  given  by 
Savage  as  '  i,  an  i  Cheseorough  (Anniversary  of  the  First  Church, 

Oil  Saybrook,  page  7b)  as  82,  it  woul  1  seem  that  all  have  oeen  lei 
astray.  They  woul l  make  the  seconl  Francis  born  in  1600,  whereas 
Mr.  Smyth  says  he  was  bo'-n  in  1609,  agreeing  with  Hinman.  If  this 
be  true,  Savage's  seconl  an l  thirl  Francis  are  the  same  person. 

The  six  name  l  Francis,  whom. from  the  various  s tatements , we  seer;  to 
finl,  as  my  query  showe  1,  are  thus  lispose  i  of:-  Mo.  1  is  the  orig¬ 
inal  settler;  2,  3  an l  4  are  i lentieai,  the  son  of  ho.  lj  5  was 
not  the  son  of  Jo'-n,  as  Cheseorough  (page  74)  aays,  but  his  nephew , 
an .1  6  was  not  the  son  of  ’■Villi am,  as  state  1  oy  Hinman  an  l  others, 
but  of  Richarl,  who  r.ar’-i e  l  Mary  Margin,  an  1  was  a  twin  brother  of 
their  laughter  Mary- -an  l  lienee  a  Francis  hitnerto  unknown  to  Sav¬ 
age,  Walworth  (in  Hy le  Genealogy) ,  Miss  Caulkins,  who  quotes  the 
recorl  (History  of  Norwich,  page  214)  ,  Hinman,  o  -  any  other  writ¬ 
er  to  my  knowlslge.  The  Francis  son  of  William  (born  Jan.  6, 
1649-bO  accorling  to  Hinman,  who  assigns  him  to  Lieut.  William, 
an  1  Savage,  who  however  assigns  him  to  another  William),  l-*r.  Smyth 
not  only  says  lie  l  young,  but  further  tells  us  it  was  not  this 
Francis  but  a  Francis  son  of  Richarl,  who  marriel  Hannah,  laughter 
of  Thomas  (aril  Hannah  Marvin)  Seymour  (see  Hinman,  page  446,  an  l 
Chapman,  page  30). 

l-’r.  Smyth  says  that  Joshua,  son  of  William,  marriol  Mary, 
laughter  of  Richarl  an  1  Mary  Seymour;  Chapman,  page  29,  says  it 
was  mary,  not  iientifying  her  ihrther;  1  have  i'oun  l  it  state  i  that 
Joshua's  wife  was  Hannah's  sister  Mary,  consi  lering  Joshua  an  l 
William  to  be  not  cousins  out  brothers,  ant  sons  of  William-- the 
two  brothers  marrying  two  sisters--  but  1  cannot  now  recall  my 
author!  ty.

1  only  say  further  that  if  we  accept  Hr.  Smyth’s  version,  it  fol¬ 
lows  that  Willi  an  aril  Ri  char  l  were  not  the  brothers  out  the  uncles 
of  the  first  Saybv*ook  John,  which  contra  licts  Ghesebrough,  an  l  j  r 
true,  overthrows  the  theory  surges  tel  by  me,  base  l  on  Oheseorough' s 
statement.  1  have  no  objection  to  this,  having  listinctly  state  l 
that  1  only  ofl'erel  a  conjecture  to  reconcile  conflicting  state¬ 
ments,  an  l  was  seeking  light.  But  as  no  authorities  are  cite  l  by 
either  party,  in  view  o  •'  these  various  con  t  ra  li  c  tions  ,  we  may  be 
justiflel  in  suspenling  julgment  as  to  which  is  to  be  finally  ac- 
ceptel  until  we  know  the  evi  lence.  1  might  point  out  several  other 
discrepancies,  as,  for  example,  the  late  of  leath  of  L&rcie,  lau g h- 


:er  of  Franci s  of  Dan ou ~y ,  given  by  Hinman,  page 
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1767  ,  anl  by  Smyth  as  Nov.  9,  1767,  but  1  forbear.  Others  still 
may  be  lisco^erel  by  comparing  Smyth  with  Selleck's  lively  history 
of  Norr/alk,  a  portion  of  which  has  recently  been  nuolishel,  aril 
also  to  a  reference  to  my  previous  paper. 

It  the  tombstone  late  of  1600  for  Dea.

If  the  tombstone  late  of  1600  f b r  Dea.  Prancis'  birth  is  to 
be  rejectel,  anl  he  was  born  in  1609,  as  Hr.  Smyth  anl  Hiriman  agree, 
the  case  is  simplifiel,  for  the  Deacon  seems  to  have  been  the  el  l- 
est  son  «  an  1  a  reluction  of  his  age  by  nine  years  brings  fo^warl 
the  dates  of  birth  of  his  younger  brothers,  none  of  which,  except 
John's  if  he  be  a  brother,  a^e  certainly  known. 

My  object  is  not  to  contest  Hr.  Smyth's  statements.,  but  mere¬ 
ly  to  point  out  the  wi  ie  iifferenoes  between  them  anl  those  pre¬ 
viously  printel,  confessing  my  inability  to  leci  le  which  to  accept 
•without  further  evi  lence.  It  woul  1  se  li  fid.  cult  to  fin  l  a  family 
in  which  the  lates,  etc.;  assignel,  are  more  conflicting,  but  it 
is  evi  lent  that  the  remarkable  discrepancies  are  largely  tue  to  the 
identity  o  f  names  aril  the  close  correspon  lence  of  ages  in  the  li  i- 
ferent  branches. 

Passing  from  these,  1  will  make  one  o "  two  eorreo tionsan  1 
supply  some  allxlional  facts,  for  which  1  will  give  my  authority. 

Lr.  Smyth  says:  "Matthew  {Garvin,  in  his  Will  in  1673,  gives  £10  eac  i . 
to  his  gran  Isons  Richarl  an  i  wrancis  Bushnell".  This  is  an  error. 

By  a  copy  of  this  Will  in  my  possession,  attestel  by  the  late  Ju  Ige 
Blakeman  as  taken  from  the  original  recori  at  Pairfiell,  Matthew 
gave  £10  "to  ny  gran  Ic.hil  le,  Richarl  Bushnell";  but  he  bequeaths 
to  "Prancis  Bushnell  of  Norwalk,  four  acres  of  lan  1" ;  no  money  anl 
no  relatioship  is  mentione  l.  One  of  Matthew's  gran  1  laughters  ha  l 
rnarriel  a  Francis  Bus-inell,  but  whether  Francis  was  Matthew's  grant- 
son  through  his  laughter  Lary  remains  to  be  prove  l;  the  'Will  loss 
not  enlighten  us. 

He  gives  the  birth  of  Mary  Marvin,  wife  of  Richarl  Bushnell, 
as  1629;  1  have  lately  faun  l  by  the  parish  Register  of  the  church 
in  Raglan  l  where  she  was  baptize  1,  that  she  was  christenel  Dec.  16, 
1623.  Lr.  Smyth  remarks  that  Mary's  laughter  was  cal  Lei  Laria  in¬ 
stead  of  Laroie,  in  ny  father's  article  in  the  Register,  voi.  xvi; 
which  is  true,  but  Savage,  who  1  am  toll  obtainel  a  great  part  of 
his  Bus-mell  notes  from  Mr.  Smyth  himself,  anl  Walworth  (in  the 
Hy  le  Genealogy,  page?)  call  her  Laria  also.  Miss  Cauxkins,  His¬ 
tory  of  Norwich,  page  214,  has  Larcie,  anl  that  is  probably  the  t**B 
true  rea  ling.  It  looks  like  Mancie  on  Pairfiell  Probate  Recoris. 

Whether  Richarl  was  contemplating  a  removal  to  Norwalk  just 
before  he  liel,  we  lo  not  certainly  know;  probably  he  was,  for  he 
ha  1  a  £200  lot  gran  tel  him  there--  late  not  given  by  K&!l--bu  t  Liss 
Caulkins,  page  213,  woul  l  make  the  late  about  1666.  This  lot  was 
near  that  of  his  fa  the  in-  l^w. ,  Matthew  Marvin,  as  lesc’ibel  in 
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
